Feds open criminal probe of Gulf 
oil spill 


White House backs 
investigation into 
Israeli raid

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Obama administration wal¬ 
ked a fine line Tuesday in re¬ 
sponse to Israel's lethal raid 
on a flotilla trying to break 
the blockade of Gaza, calling 
on Israel to let more aid into 
the beleaguered territory but 
stopping short of condemn¬ 
ing the U.S. ally for using 
deadly force. 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton supported a 
U.N. Security Council state¬ 
ment that condemned the 
"acts" that cost the lives of 
nine pro-Palestinian activists 
off the Gaza coast. But U.S. 
officials did not say whether 
they blamed Israel or the ac¬ 
tivists for the bloodshed. 

The U.N. statement also 
called for a prompt and cred¬ 
ible investigation of the 
events Monday, in which Is¬ 
rael seized a number of ves¬ 
sels and took hundreds of 
activists — many of them 
Turkish — off the ships to Is¬ 
rael. 

Deputy U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations, Ale¬ 
jandro Wolff, suggested to re¬ 
porters in New York that 
some of the activists may 


have sought to provoke the 
Israelis into a harsh response. 

"This sort of incident 
when you have statements 
coming from some of the par¬ 
ticipants in the flotilla, sug¬ 
gesting that maybe it was not 
solely to provide humanitar¬ 
ian assistance, but it may 
have been intended to pro¬ 
voke — not that everyone on 
that flotilla had that intention 
— give pause," Wolff said. 

In a jab at Israel, Clinton 
said the situation in Gaza, 
which is controlled by Hamas 
and under an Israeli block¬ 
ade, is "unsustainable and un¬ 
acceptable." 

Israel and the U.S. have 
said the blockade was in¬ 
tended to prevent the smug¬ 
gling of weapons into the 
narrow strip for use against 
the Israelis, but it has deep¬ 
ened poverty among the 1.5 
million Palestinians there. 

In remarks to reporters at 
the State Department, Clinton 
did not call for an end to the 
blockade, but she pressed Is¬ 
rael to allow greater access 
for humanitarian relief sup¬ 
plies, "including reconstruc¬ 
tion and building supplies." 


PORT FOURCHON, La. - 
Attorney General Eric Holder 
said Tuesday that federal au¬ 
thorities have opened crimi¬ 
nal and civil investigations 
into the nation's worst oil 
spill, and BP lost billions in 
market value when shares 
dropped in the first trading 
day since the company failed 
yet again to plug the gusher. 

Investors presumably real¬ 
ized the best chance to stop 
the leak was months away and 
there was no end in sight to 
the cleanup. As BP settled in 
for the long-term, Holder an¬ 
nounced the criminal probe, 
though he would not specify 
the companies or individuals 
that might be targeted. 

"We will closely examine 
the actions of those involved 
in the spill. If we find evi¬ 
dence of illegal behavior, we 
will be extremely forceful in 
our response," Holder said in 
New Orleans. 

With the ambitious "top 
kill" abandoned over the 
weekend, BP's hope to stanch 
the leak lies with two relief 
wells that won't be finished 
until at least August. The 
company is, however, trying 
another risky temporary fix 
to contain the oil and siphon 
it to the surface by sawing 
through the leaking pipe and 
putting a cap over the spill. 

Coast Guard Adm. Thad 
Allen, the national incident 
commander, said Tuesday 
that BP was making its first 
major cut with super shears 
that weigh 46,000 pounds 
and resemble a giant garden 
tool. The company will also 
use a powerful diamond- 
edged cutter the resembles a 
deli sheer to try to make a 
clean cut above the blowout 
preventer, then will lower a 
cap over it with a rubber seal. 

After several failed at¬ 
tempts to divert or block the 
well, BP's latest attempt in¬ 
volves cutting the broken 
riser pipe, making it spew as 
much as 20 percent more oil 


into the water for days while 
engineers try to position a cap 
over the opening. 

Eric Smith, an associate 
director of the Tulane Energy 
Institute, said the strategy had 
about a 50 to 70 percent 
chance to succeed. He 
likened it to trying to place a 
tiny cap on a fire hydrant. 

"Will they have enough 
weight to overcome the force 
of the flow?" he said. "It 
could create a lot of turbu¬ 
lence, but I do think they'll 
have enough weight." 

BP Chief Operating Offi¬ 
cer Doug Suttles said there 
was no guarantee the cut- 
and-cap effort would work. 
He did say the company has 
learned from past efforts to 
contain the leak, which gives 
them a better shot at success. 

"I'm very hopeful," Suttles 
said. "I think we'll find out 
over the next couple of days." 

The cleanup, relief wells 
and temporary fixes were 
being watched closely by 


President Barack Obama's 
administration. 

The president gave the 
leaders of an independent 
commission investigating the 
spill orders to thoroughly ex¬ 
amine the disaster and its 
causes, and to follow the 
facts wherever they lead, 
without fear or favor. 

The president said that if 
laws are insufficient, they'll 
be changed. He said that if 
government oversight wasn't 
tough enough, that will 
change, too. 

Meanwhile, BP 

spokesman Graham 

MacEwen said the company 
was awaiting analysis of 
water samples taken in the 
Gulf before making a final 
determination on whether 
huge plumes of oil are sus¬ 
pended underwater. CEO 
Tony Hayward said Sunday 
there was "no evidence" of 
the plumes even though sev¬ 
eral scientists have made the 
claims.

Former Suriname dictator's 
party seeks coalition 


PARAM ARIB O, Suriname 
(AP) - The political party of a 
former dictator that came first 
in Suriname’s election said 
yesterday that it is close to 
joining with another party to 
form a coalition government. 

An agreement with the 
smaller party would give for¬ 
mer military ruler Desi Bou- 
terse and his allies a majority 
in the South American coun¬ 
try’s parliament, but not the 
two-thirds majority needed to 
name a president. 

”As things stand I have no 
doubt that we will reach an 
agreement,” said Claire Linger, 
an official with Bouterse’s Na¬ 
tional Democratic Party. \ 

The coalition-building has 
been closely watched because 
Bouterse, a convicted drug 


trafficker, could use his en¬ 
hanced political power to 
make a bid for the presidency. 
His Mega Combination bloc 
won 23 of parliament’s 51 
seats in last week’s election 
even though Bouterse is facing 
trial for the execution of 15 po¬ 
litical opponents in 1982. 

A two-time coup leader, 
Bouterse kept up a following 
as chairman of the largest op¬ 
position party in the former 
Dutch colony and boosted his 
support among young and poor 
voters with campaign promises 
of more jobs and affordable 
housing. He has expressed in¬ 
terest in running for president 
in the past but has not been 
clear about his intentions since 
the campaign for the parlia¬ 
mentary elections began.

Message from Greg Peterson, President of Red Cross Aruba: 

No matter how small you are, you can 
help make a difference in Haiti 


No matter how small you 
might be, you can help make a 
difference. Aruba, a tiny 
Caribbean island, which 
counts a little 100.000 inhabi¬ 
tants, has managed to send two 
medical teams to Haiti. The 
numbers of patients these Red 
Cross volunteers assisted in 
Haiti are mind boggling. Long 
and tiresome working days 
under challenging conditions, 
improvising all the time, but 
very satisfying experiences for 
the volunteers because they 
succeeded in making a differ¬ 
ence in the lives of our Haitian 
brothers in despair. 

For purposes of compari¬ 
son, the devastating series of 
earthquakes in Haiti starting on 
January 12th, 2010: 

- affected 3.000.000 per¬ 
sons: 30 times the size of 
Aruba’s population; 

- caused an estimated 
230.000 deaths: 2.3 times the 
population of Aruba; 

- injured 300.000 Haitians: 
3 times the size of Aruba’s 
population; 

- and left one million peo¬ 
ple homeless: 10 times the 
number of people who live in 
Aruba. 

The Red Cross of Aruba or¬ 
ganized a fund drive to help 
Haiti and was assisted by the 
Government of Aruba as well 
as many volunteers, among 
whom many from the private 
sector. The people of Aruba 
stepped up to the plate and do¬ 
nated generously. A load of 
medical and other necessary 
supplies were shipped to Haiti 
just after the quake, with the 
assistance of the Dutch Ma¬ 
rines who transported these 
goods to Haiti with their ship 
‘De Pelikaan’. The Dr. Horatio 
Oduber Hospital donated vital 
medication. The private sector 
donated most of the other ma¬ 
terials. The Aruba Red Cross 
supervised the action, sup¬ 
ported by the government. 

Two medical teams were 
sent to Haiti, one in February 
and one in April. Again people 
pulled together. The hospital, 
the private sector, the marines, 
the government of Aruba and 
even the Red Cross of Curacao 
assisted by complimenting the 
second team with three doc¬ 
tors. In each trip two relatively 
small aircraft were chartered, 
one with volunteers and one 
with medical and other equip¬ 
ment. The efforts were coordi¬ 
nated under the flag of Red 
Cross Aruba. The humanita¬ 
rian assistance the volunteers 
gave is priceless. 

With the remaining funds 




granted by the 
people of Aruba 
a damaged 
school in Haiti is 
being targeted to 
be reestablished. 

The Netherlands 
Red Cross, the 
mother organiza¬ 
tion of Red 
Cross Aruba, is 
assisting Aruba 
to get that proj¬ 
ect on its way. 

The signals 
that we received 
from our volun¬ 
teers in Haiti is 
that there contin¬ 
ues to be a sig¬ 
nificant need for 
medical assis¬ 
tance. The rows 
of patients are 
long. Some stand waiting in 
the rain for help. Some wait for 
days. 

I have received many pic¬ 
tures from our volunteers 
while they were in Haiti, in an 
effort to keep us up to date. I 
would like to share one picture 
with you which says a million 
words. It was taken by John 
Tromp,one of our Red Cross 
volunteers on his way to a 
clinic to offer assistance.This 
picture speaks for itself. John 
titled it: ‘Haitian Hearse’. A 
last anecdote. During volun¬ 
tary services at the Mission 
Rescue base, it was made 
known that the first lady of the 
USA, Mrs. Michelle Obama, 
in a wonderful effort to keep 
the aid effort to Haiti alive, 
was making a visit to inspect 
how matters were coming 
along. One of our volunteers 
was excited and wanted to see 
Mrs. Obama. She sent me a 
message later that day that, re¬ 


gretfully, she didn’t get a 
chance to see Mrs. Obama, be¬ 
cause she was too busy assis¬ 
ting the patients. She had heard 
the helicopter, but didn’t get a 
minute to break free from her 
voluntary work. That is the na¬ 
ture of a true volunteer. 

The reason why I am send¬ 
ing this message around - and 
I sincerely hope that it is for¬ 
warded to many comers of the 
earth - is that no matter how 
huge the challenges may seem 
when seeing what happened to 
Haiti, that even a small country 
like Amba can make a differ¬ 
ence, and if Aruba can, so can 
you!! Please let us not give up 
on Haiti, the need for assis¬ 
tance remains overwhelming, 
and yes, you too can make a 
difference.

Cuba trains Venezuela in 


military, communications 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - 
It’s no longer just doctors, 
nurses and teachers. Cuba now 
sends Venezuela troops to train 
its military, and computer ex¬ 
perts to work on its passport 
and identification-card systems. 

Critics fear that what is por¬ 
trayed by both countries as a 
friendship committed to coun¬ 
tering U.S. influence in the re¬ 
gion is in fact growing into far 
more. They see a seasoned au¬ 
thoritarian government helping 
President Hugo Chavez to pro¬ 
tect his power through Cuban- 
style controls, in exchange for 
oil. The Cuban government 
routinely spies on dissidents 
and maintains tight controls on 
information and travel. 

Cubans are involved in 
Venezuelan defense and com¬ 
munications systems to the 
point that they would know 
how to run both in a crisis, said 
Antonio Rivero, a former 
brigadier general whose break 
with Chavez over the issue has 
grabbed national attention. 

"They’ve crossed the line," 
Rivero said in a May inter¬ 
view. "They’ve gone beyond 
what should be permitted and 
what an alliance should be." 

Cuban officials dismiss 
claims of outsized influence, 
saying their focus is social pro¬ 
grams. Chavez recently scol¬ 
ded a Venezuelan reporter on 
live television for asking what 


the Cubans are doing in the 
military. 

"Cuba helps us modestly 
with some things that I'm not 
going to detail," Chavez said. 
"Everything Cuba does for 
Venezuela is to strengthen the 
homeland, which belongs to 
them as well." 

But the communist govern¬ 
ment has a strong interest in 
securing the status quo because 
Venezuela is the island's prin¬ 
cipal economic benefactor, 
Rivero says. 

Cuban officers have sat in 
high-level meetings, trained 
snipers, gained detailed knowl¬ 
edge of communications and 
advised the military on under¬ 
ground bunkers built to store 
and conceal weapons, he added.

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Google Ditches Microsoft's Windows 
Over Security Issues, Report Claims 


Google employees are slam¬ 
ming Microsoft's Windows 
operating system, claiming 
security vulnerabilities in the 
OS left the company open to 
Chinese hackers in January 
2010, a new report says. Ac¬ 
cording to the Financial 
Times, Google will ditch the 
internal use of Windows in 
exchange for alternative op¬ 
erating systems including the 
Mac OS, Linux, and Google's 
own forthcoming Chrome OS 
operating system. 

The May 31 Financial 
Times article quotes only 
anonymous Google sources, 
identifying them as several of 
Google's 10,000 employees. 
FT reporters David Gelles 
and Richard Waters write: 
"Employees wanting to stay 
on Windows required clear¬ 
ance from ’quite senior lev¬ 
els', one employee said. 
'Getting a new Windows ma¬ 
chine now requires CIO ap¬ 
proval,' said another 


employee." 

Google officials have not 
tacitly denied the Windows 
ban on work computers, issu¬ 
ing the following statement 
to the Reuters news agency: 
"We're always working to im¬ 
prove the efficiency of our 
business, but we do not com¬ 
ment on specific operational 
matters." 

The FT calls Google's 
anti-Windows policy "semi- 
formal" and said that some 
laptops of "new hires" were 
still being outfitted with Win¬ 
dows, but all internal desktop 
PCs for these employees 
would run non-Windows 
based operating systems. 

Microsoft's dominant op¬ 
erating system Windows and 
its leading Web browser In¬ 
ternet Explorer have a repu¬ 
tation for being vulnerable to 
attacks. Security experts 
point out that Microsoft's 
market share dominance 
promises malware developers 


a significantly higher return 
on investment than the Mac 
OS platform, which owns 5 
percent of the OS market. 
Other operating systems (in¬ 
cluding Mac OS) and Web 
browsers — including 
Google's own Chrome Web 
browser — have also suffered 
from security vulnerabilities. 

Microsoft's Windows oper¬ 
ating system and its Internet 
Explorer browser were cited 
by Google earlier this year as 
contributing to Chinese hack¬ 
ers successfully hacking a 
number of Google-owned 
PCs and Gmail accounts. Se¬ 
curity researchers said hackers 
used the back-door Hydraq 
Trojan to break into Google 
owned PCs and accounts. In 
January, Google claimed a 
China-originated attack let 
malicious hackers steal 
Google intellectual property 
and partially break into the 
Gmail accounts of Chinese 
human rights activists. 


China supercomputer named 
world's second-fastest 


BEIJING - A Chinese super¬ 
computer has been ranked the 
world's second-fastest ma¬ 
chine in a list issued by U.S. 
and European researchers, 
highlighting China's ambi¬ 
tions to become a global 
technology center. 

The Nebulae system at the 
National Supercomputing 
Centre in Shenzhen in south¬ 
ern China came in behind the 
U.S. Department of Energy's 
Jaguar in Oak Ridge, Ten¬ 
nessee, according to the list 
released Monday. 

Supercomputers are used 
for complex work such as 
modeling weather systems, 
simulating nuclear explo¬ 
sions and designing jetliners. 

The semiannual TOP500 
list highlighted Beijing's ef¬ 
forts to join the United States, 



Europe and Japan in the 
global technology elite and 
its sharp increases in research 
spending, driven by booming 
economic growth. 

It also reflected China's 
continued reliance on West¬ 
ern know-how: Nebulae was 
built by China's Dawning In¬ 
formation Industry Ltd. but 
uses processors from Intel 
Corp. and Nvidia Corp., both 
American companies. 

The Nebulae is capable of 
sustained computing of 1.271 
petaflops — or 1,271 trillion 
calculations — per second, 
according to TOP500. It said 
the Jaguar was capable of 
sustained computing of 1.75 
petaflops. 

The Chinese computer 
ranked first in theoretical 
computing speed at 2.98 
petaflops, the group said. The 
list was compiled by Hans 
Meuer of the University of 
Mannheim, Germany; Erich 
Strohmaier and Horst Simon 
of NERSC/Lawrence Berke¬ 
ley National Laboratory and 
Jack Dongarra of the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee, Knoxville. 

The communist Beijing 
government wants China to 
evolve from a low-cost fac¬ 
tory into an prosperous "in¬ 
novation society." A 15-year 
government plan issued in 
2006 promises support for 
areas ranging from comput¬ 
ers to lasers to genetics. 


Boosted by Nebulae's per¬ 
formance, China rose to No. 
2 overall on the TOP500 list 
with 24 of the 500 systems on 
the list and 9.2 percent of 
global supercomputing ca¬ 
pacity, up from 21 systems 
six months ago. 

The United States held 
onto its overall lead with 282 
of the 500 systems and 55.4 
percent of installed perform¬ 
ance. 

Europe had 144 systems 
on the list, including 38 in 
Britain, 29 in France and 24 
in Germany. 

Elsewhere in Asia, Japan 
had 18 supercomputers on 
the list, up from 16 six 
months ago, and India had 
five. 

A second Chinese com¬ 
puter also made the Top 10. 
The Tianhe-1 at the National 
Super Computer Center in 
the eastern city of Tianjin, at 
No. 7, uses processors made 
by Intel and Advanced Micro 
Devices Inc., another Ameri¬ 
can company. 

The list also reflected 
breakneck advances in super¬ 
computing speeds. 

No. 1 on the June 2008 list 
was the Roadrunner system 
at the Los Alamos National 
Laboratory in New Mexico, 
capable of 1.04 petaflops, or 
about two-thirds of Jaguar's 
level. In the latest list, Road- 
runner dropped to No. 3.

Sony PS3 3D update coming 
June 10 


Ready, set, Sony's 3D 
firmware update for the 
PlayStation 3 will go live in 
Japan next Monday, June 10, 
says Sony, with U.S. and 
other markets expected to fol¬ 
low shortly. The eagerly an¬ 
ticipated (and occasionally 
derided) eyeball-fakeout 
technology is finally set to in¬ 
vade home 

According to Japanese 
news-watcher Andriasang, 
Sony will kick things off in 
the Land of the Rising Sun by 
adding 3D support to three 
downloadable games, includ¬ 
ing racer Wipeout HD, aster¬ 
oid zapper Star Strike HD, 
and human-chucking cathar¬ 
sis engine Mr. Pain (the latter 
two are Japan-only titles at 
this time). 

A fourth—international 
muscle-racer Motorstorm 2— 
will be available as an exclu¬ 
sive demo with the purchase 


of a 3D Sony Bravia TV. 

We've heard nothing firm 
yet about U.S. release plans 
or launch titles, but with E3 
just a few weeks away, those 
dates should be imminent. 

Sony also said it'll add 
Blu-ray 3D support to the 
PS3 by the end of the year. 

Roger Ebert may be a naif 
about games as art, but I'm 
squarely in his camp on 3D. 
It's a distraction, "a waste of 
a perfectly good dimension," 
a cynical sales ploy to drive 
up TV prices and—we'll see, 
but probably—add surcharges 
to 3D versions of existing 
games. 

Put another way, my list of 
things I'm excited to see at E3 
2010 next month, ranked: 
The Last Guardian, Zelda 
Wii, Civilization V, nearly 
everything else, motion-con¬ 
trol devices, watching paint 
dry, PlayStation 3D. 


New treatment found for 
abnormal heartbeat 


DALLAS — U.S. medical in¬ 
vestigators say they've found 
a new treatment known as a 
visually guided balloon-laser 
catheter stops abnormal 
heartbeats in people and pigs. 

The scientists said severe 
cases of irregular heartbeat 
may require a procedure 
called ablation, which de¬ 
stroys a group of "misfiring" 
cells to stop abnormal electri¬ 
cal impulses that cause erratic 
heartbeats. 

In the clinical trial the sci¬ 


entists said they aimed at 
cells in the pulmonary veins 
that carry blood from the 
lungs to the heart. They said 
they ablated the misfiring 
cells with 100 percent accu¬ 
racy. In 84 percent of the pul¬ 
monary veins treated, 
electrical pulses ceased after 
just one set of laser treat¬ 
ments. Three months after 
treatment, 90 percent of the 
treated veins remained inac¬ 
tive.

Contaminated Cocaine Can Cause 
Flesh to Rot

WASHINGTON - Ten min¬ 
utes of brisk exercise triggers 
metabolic changes that last at 
least an hour. The unfair news 
for panting newbies: The more 
fit you are, the more benefits 
you just might be getting. 

We all know that exercise 
and a good diet are important 
for health, protecting against 
heart disease and diabetes, 
among other conditions. But 
what exactly causes the health 
improvement from working 
up a sweat or from eating, say, 
more olive oil than saturated 
fat? And are some people bio¬ 
logically predisposed to get 
more benefit than others? 

They're among questions 
that metabolic profiling, a new 
field called metabolomics, 
aims to answer in hopes of one 
day optimizing those benefits 
— or finding patterns that may 
signal risk for disease and new 
ways to treat it. 

"We're only beginning to 
catalog the metabolic variabil¬ 
ity between people," says Dr. 
Robert Gerszten of Massachu¬ 
setts General Hospital, whose 
team just took a step toward 
that goal. 

The researchers measured 
biochemical changes in the 
blood of a variety of people: 
the healthy middle-aged, some 
who became short of breath 
with exertion, and marathon 
runners. 

First, in 70 healthy people 
put on a treadmill, the team 
found more than 20 metabo¬ 
lites that change during exer¬ 
cise, naturally produced 
compounds involved in burn¬ 
ing calories and fat and im¬ 
proving blood-sugar control. 


Some weren't known until 
now to be involved with exer¬ 
cise. Some revved up during 
exercise, like those involved in 
processing fat. Others in¬ 
volved with cellular stress de¬ 
creased with exercise. 

Those are pretty wonky 
findings, a first step in a com¬ 
plex field. But they back 
today's health advice that even 
brief bouts of activity are 
good. 

"Ten minutes of exercise 
has at least an hour of effects 
on your body," says Gerszten, 
who found some of the meta¬ 
bolic changes that began after 
10 minutes on the treadmill 
still were measurable 60 min¬ 
utes after people cooled down. 

Your heart rate rapidly 
drops back to normal when 
you quit moving, usually in 10 
minutes or so. So finding lin¬ 
gering biochemical changes 
offers what Gerszten calls 
"tantalizing evidence" of how 
exercise may be building up 
longer-term benefits. 

Back to the blood. Thinner 
people had greater increases in 
a metabolite named niaci¬ 
namide, a nutrient byproduct 
that's involved in blood-sugar 
control, the team from Mass 
General and the Broad Institute 
of MIT and Harvard reported 
last week in the journal Sci¬ 
ence Translational Medicine. 

Checking a metabolite of 
fat breakdown, the team found 
people who were more fit — 
as measured by oxygen intake 
during exercise — appeared to 
be burning more fat than the 
less fit, or than people with 
shortness of breath, a possible 
symptom of heart disease. 

The extremely fit — 25 
Boston Marathon runners — 
had ten-fold increases in that 
metabolite after the race. Still 
other differences in metabo¬ 
lites allowed the researchers to 
tell which runners had finished 
in under four hours and which 
weren't as speedy. 

"We have a chemical snap¬ 
shot of what the more fit per¬ 
son looks like. Now we have 
to see if making someone's 
metabolism look like that 


snapshot, whether or not that's 
going to improve their per¬ 
formance," says Gerszten, 
whose ultimate goal is better 
cardiac care. 

Don't expect a pill ever to 
substitute for a workout — 
the new work shows how 
complicated the body's re¬ 
sponse to exercise is, says 
metabolomics researcher Dr. 
Debbie Muoio of Duke Uni¬ 
versity Medical Center. 

But scientists are hunting 
nutritional compounds that 
might help tweak metabolic 
processes in specific ways. 


Report finds veterinary med¬ 
icine in drug may cause 
outer layer of skin to die 

Cocaine abusers — already 
at risk for an abnormal heart¬ 
beat, blood pressure prob¬ 
lems , hallucinations, 

convulsions and stroke — can 
add another potential health 
complication to the list: rot¬ 
ting flesh. 

"If you are a user of co¬ 
caine, you should be aware 
that some of the cocaine is 
not clean and can have other 
agents that can cause you to 
have a low white-cell count 
or skin tissue death," said Dr. 
Ghinwa Dumyati, an associ¬ 
ate professor of medicine at 
the University of Rochester 
and an epidemiologist for the 
Monroe County Health De¬ 
partment in New York. 

In a report in the June 1 
issue of Annals of Internal 
Medicine, Dumyati and doc¬ 
tors from the University of 
Rochester Medical Center 
discuss two cases involving 
women with a history of co¬ 
caine use who came to the 
hospital for help when they 
noticed purplish plaques on 
their cheeks, earlobes, legs, 
thighs and buttocks. 

Their profiles were typical 
of toxicity with levamisole, 
the doctors reported. The 
medication is a veterinary 
anti-worming agent, ap¬ 
proved for use in cattle, sheep 
and pigs. It was once used to 
treat cancer, autoimmune dis¬ 
eases and kidney problems in 
humans, Dumyati said. It's no 
longer approved for use in 
people in the United States, 
she said, because of adverse 
side effects. 

But it’s often used to cut 


cocaine, before distribution 
to the user, she said. "Almost 
80 percent of the cocaine 
coming into this country has 
levamisole mixed in," Dumy¬ 
ati said. 

Exactly why is not known, 
she said. Some say it might 
enhance the effects of the 
drug, which include a eu¬ 
phoric mood or "high" and a 
boost in energy. It also might 
be used to stretch the drug 
and increase profits. 

"The person using cocaine 
would not know this [lev¬ 
amisole] is in it," Dumyati 
said. 

In the new report, the doc¬ 
tors concluded, based on the 
women's symptoms, that co¬ 
caine laced with levamisole 
cannot only cause problems 
with white blood cells — a 
problem previously reported 
— but also death of the skin's 
outer layer. They said that 
physicians should suspect co¬ 
caine abuse when they see 
patients with skin lesions 
caused by tissue death. 

"The drug may induce an 
immunological reaction pro¬ 
ducing inflammation or vas¬ 
culitis, an inflammation 
inside the small blood ves¬ 
sels," Dumyati said in ex¬ 
plaining the link to tissue 
death. "The result can be the 
death of the epidermis or 
outer layer of skin." 

But that's not all that’s bad 
about levamisole. "It has 
other side effects," she said. 
"It has effects on bone mar¬ 
row function. There can be a 
drop in the white blood cell 
count.” 

The U.S. Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
reported in late 2009 on a 


cluster of cases of problems 
with white blood cell counts 
linked to cocaine use. Called 
agranulocytosis, the condi¬ 
tion occurs when bone mar¬ 
row fails to make enough 
white blood cells. 

The report noted that lev¬ 
amisole was found in some of 
the people with agranulocy¬ 
tosis and cocaine exposure. 

But the reports of tissue 
death associated with con¬ 
taminated cocaine are newer, 
said Dr. Kurt Nolte, a pathol¬ 
ogy professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of New Mexico and one 
of the authors of the CDC re¬ 
port. "Tissue death has been 
associated with levamisole in 
a clinical context," when the 
drug was used therapeuti¬ 
cally, he said. "I've not seen 
any cocaine users with this.” 

But it's not a surprise, 
given the amount of cocaine 
that has been laced with the 
medication, said Dr. Juliet 
VanEenwyk, an epidemiolo¬ 
gist with the Washington 
State Department of Health, 
who also contributed infor¬ 
mation to the CDC report. 

"The increase [in cocaine 
containing levamisole] has 
been really rapid," she said. 
Until a few years ago, she 
said, probably less than 10 
percent of cocaine supplies 
had it. Now, experts suspect 
that 80 percent do. 

Dumyati said that the skin 
problem is treatable, but "if 
you stop using cocaine, most 
of the cases would get better." 

Agranulocytosis, on the 
other hand, is a serious illness 
that requires hospitalization 
for treatment, according to 
the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services.

U.S. probes Ford Fusion on 
reports of trapped pedals 


DETROIT, Michigan - U.S. 
safety regulators have opened 
a preliminary investigation 
into the possibility that acce¬ 
lerator pedals could be en¬ 
trapped by floormats in Ford 
Motor Co (F.N) 2010 Fusion 
and Mercury Milan sedans. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
said it had verified three com¬ 
plaints of accelerator pedals 
being trapped by unsecured 
"all-weather" floormats in the 
current production model year

of the Fusion. 

The NHTSA warned own¬ 
ers not to place unsecured 
floormats on top of the stan¬ 
dard, carpeted floormat on the 
driver's side. It opened an in¬ 
vestigation on Friday that co¬ 
vers an estimated 249,301 
Fusion and Milan sedans. 

Ford spokesman Said Deep 
said instructions imprinted on 
the automaker's all-weather 
floormats warn owners not to 
place them on top of existing 
floormats, as does the packag¬ 
ing. 

"We do not recommend 
stacking floormats in any vehi¬ 
cle," Deep said. "We will co¬ 
operate fully with NHTSA as 
we always do." 

The NHTSA said it had re¬ 
ceived no complaints involv¬ 
ing crashes, injuries or fata¬ 
lities in the Ford vehicles. Any 
optional all-weather floormats 
should be installed only after 
removing the standard floor- 
mats, the agency said. 


Euro falls to fresh four-year low 



The euro fell to a fresh four- 
year low against the US dollar 
overnight on signs the euro 
zone's debt crisis is spreading 
to its banking system. 

The European Central Bank 
warned on Monday that euro 
zone banks face up to 195 bil¬ 
lion euros in a "second wave" 
of potential loan losses over 
the next 18 months due to the 
financial crisis. The ECB said 
it had increased purchases of 
euro zone government bonds. 

Stronger-than-expected 
U.S. manufacturing and con¬ 
struction spending data boos¬ 
ted stocks and encouraged 
some investors to leave the 
perceived safety of the U.S. 
dollar and yen, allowing the 
euro to come off lows as the 
global session wound down. 

"The ECB warning on 
Monday set the stage for euro 
selling," said Matthew Strauss, 
senior currency strategist at 
RBC Capital Markets in 
Toronto. "Markets remain jit¬ 
tery and overall risk sentiment 
is bearish," he said. 

In mid afternoon New York 
trading, the euro was little 
changed against the dollar at 
US$ 1.2301 after dropping ear¬ 
lier to a four-year low of 
US$1.2112. It fell to 
US$1.2110 on electronic trad¬ 
ing platform EBS. 

The single currency rose as 
high as US$1.2353 as U.S. 
stocks advanced in the after- 
math of reports showing the 
manufacturing sector expan¬ 
ded in May for a tenth straight 
month and April construction 
spending recorded the largest 
monthly increase in nearly 10 
years. 

"We've seen a fairly sharp 
recovery in the equity mar¬ 
kets," said Michael Malpede, 
chief market analyst at Easy 


Forex in Chicago. "This has 
helped to maybe negate some 
of the risk aversion of the early 
morning trade." 

The focus will now shift to 
reports on the U.S. labor mar¬ 
kets due this week and euro 
selling pressure is likely to 
continue despite the currency's 
brief rebound yesterday, ana¬ 
lysts said. 

The euro closed Monday 
with its sixth consecutive 
monthly decline, the longest 
losing sequence the single cur¬ 
rency has experienced since 
1999, just after its inception. 
The European currency fell 
over 7 percent in May. 

Growth concerns were 
heightened as euro zone ma¬ 
nufacturing activity expanded 
in May at a considerably more 
sluggish pace than April's 46- 
month high, a survey showed. 

"The data just confirmed 
some of the structural prob¬ 
lems Europe is facing," said 
Strauss at RBC. 

Traders said euro/dollar 
stop-losses were triggered 
under the previous low at 
US$1.2143, while technical 
analysts highlighted a break 
below key support at 
US$1.2135, the 50 percent re¬ 


tracement of the 2000-2008 
rally. A daily close below 
US$1.2135 was key for further 
downside potential, they said. 

Talk of a double no touch 
option with perimeters at 
US$1.2100 and US$1.2500 
may also keep the euro range 
bound against the dollar. The 
option supposedly expires at 
the end of the week and the 
holder may buy and sell to en¬ 
sure it pays out. 

Meanwhile, Canada be¬ 
came the first of the G7 major 
industrialised countries to hike 
interest rates following the 
global financial crisis, raising 
its key rate yesterday by a 
quarter point to 0.50 percent. 

Still, the Canadian dollar 
was lower against its U.S. 
counterpart after the move. 

The U.S. dollar rose 0.1 
percent to CUS$ 1.0461. The 
rate increase was expected in 
financial markets and the BoC 
gave no indication it would 
follow it up with more hikes. 

The Australian dollar was 
down 0.6 percent at US$0.8416 
after the Reserve Bank of Aus¬ 
tralia left Australia's bench¬ 
mark rate unchanged at 4.5 
percent as expected. 


Wall Street slides as energy shares hit 


NEW YORK - Stocks fell yes¬ 
terday as energy shares slid 
after the latest failed attempt to 
halt the oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico and the U.S. govern¬ 
ment announced a criminal 
probe into the disaster. 

Investors punished shares 
of companies directly involved 
with the spill and losses acce¬ 
lerated into the close following 
the news of the investigation. 

"It's the fact that no one can 
really quantify the cost of the 
BP disaster out there," said 
Gary Bradshaw, portfolio man¬ 
ager at Hodges Capital Man¬ 
agement in Dallas. "There's so 
much uncertainty, investors are 
stepping to the sidelines." 

U.S.-listed shares of BP Pic 
(BP.E)(BP.N), which owns the 
well, tumbled 15 percent. The 
losses signaled growing frus¬ 
tration over the difficulty of 
sealing off the worst oil spill in 
U.S. history. 


The Dow Jones industrial 
average (.DJI) dropped 112.61 
points, or 1.11 percent, to 
10,024.02. The Standard & 
Poor's 500 Index (.SPX) fell 

18.70 points, or 1.72 percent, 
to 1,070.71. The Nasdaq Com¬ 
posite Index (.IXIC) gave up 

34.71 points, or 1.54 percent, 
at 2,222.33. 

Decliners carried the day on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
outpacing advancers by almost 
4 to 1. 

BP's American Depositary 
Receipts have now lost $75.03 
billion since the April 20 rig 
explosion, and the stock has the 
lowest price-to-earnings ratio 
of any of the major oil compa¬ 
nies as a result of the fall. 

Halliburton Co, which per¬ 
formed some work on the well, 
lost 14.8 percent after Gold¬ 
man Sachs removed the com¬ 
pany from its "conviction buy 
list." 


Transocean (RIG.N), which 
owns the rig, slid 11.9 percent 
to $50.04, while the S&P en¬ 
ergy index (.GSPE) shed 4.3 
percent. 

Markets were choppy 
throughout the day and had 
earlier found support from data 
that showed manufacturing ex¬ 
panded for a tenth straight 
month in May. 

In addition to the stronger- 
than-expected manufacturing 
data, construction spending 
recorded its largest gain in 
nearly 10 years in April, gov¬ 
ernment data showed. 

Despite the positive U.S. 
data, investors worry about 
what impact the euro zone's 
debt crisis will have on global 
economic growth. 

Indeed, data showed a more 
sluggish pace in euro zone 
manufacturing, while the rate 
of China's factory output 
eased.

If I go hard in a 
challenge, it's because it's the 
way I play, but not because 
I'm a bad person. ... I have 
family, they see this and they 
will come to me asking why 
I'm doing this to Kaka."

LeBron says Cavs have edge in free agency 


CLEVELAND - The King 
has spoken to Larry King. 

LeBron James says the 
Cleveland Cavaliers ’’have an 
edge” to sign him when the 
NBA's free agency period 
opens. 

In an interview with 
CNN's Larry King to be 
broadcast later this week, 
James says Cleveland has a 
good chance to re-sign him 
because ”it's comfortable. 
I've got a lot of memories 
here.” 

The league's two-time 
MVP taped the interview at 
his home near Akron on 
Tuesday. The segment will 
air Friday on CNN's "Larry 
King Live,” capping the pro¬ 
gram's 25th anniversary cele¬ 
bration on the network. 

Other than his postgame 
interview, James previously 
hadn't talked to the media 
since the Cavs were elimi¬ 
nated in the second round of 
the playoffs by Boston. 

The 25-year-old James 
heads a star-studded free 
agency summer class featur¬ 


ing Dwyane Wade, Chris 
Bosh, Carlos Boozer and oth¬ 
ers. James has not given any 
hints about his plans, saying 
only that he and his "team” of 
advisers will weigh all their 
options. 

The New York Knicks, 
Chicago Bulls and New Jer¬ 
sey Nets are among a group 
of teams expected to make a 
strong push for James when 
free agency opens July 1.

Roethlisberger took part in 
voluntary practices April 19 
and 20, but was barred from 
working out again until he 
underwent a league-ordered 
behavioral evaluation and 
was cleared by Goodell to re¬ 
sume team activities. The 
commissioner still hasn't de¬ 
cided if Roethlisberger's sus¬ 
pension will be reduced to 
four games. 

The consensus among 
Roethlisberger's teammates: 
Good to have him back, now 
let's move on — even if they 
realize that can't possibly 
happen for months. 

Roethlisberger, wearing a 
white No. 7 jersey atop a yel¬ 
low practice shirt, took all the 
snaps with the starters during 
the 90-minute practice, partly 
because Byron Leftwich had 
a previously scheduled com¬ 
mitment and missed the vol¬ 
untary practice. Coach Mike 
Tomlin also departed early 
for the same reason and didn't 
answer questions. 

The only noticeable differ¬ 
ence in Roethlisberger since 
those earlier practices is the 
weight he's dropped, several 
players said.

Federer upset by Soderling at French Open, 
consistent Schiavone achieves first for Italy

PARIS - There will be a 
Grand Slam semifinal with¬ 
out Roger Federer for the first 
time in six years. 

French Open upset spe¬ 
cialist Robin Soderling struck 
again Tuesday, rallying past 
defending champion Federer 
in a rainy quarterfinal, 3-6, 6- 
3, 7-5, 6-4. That ended Fed- 
erer's record streak of 
reaching the semifinals in 23 
consecutive major events. 

The shocker was the sec¬ 
ond pulled off by Soderling 
in as many years at Roland 
Garros. He ended the reign of 
four-time champion Rafael 
Nadal in the fourth round a 
year ago, clearing the path for 
Federer to win his first 
French Open title and com¬ 
plete a career Grand Slam. 

Federer beat Soderling in 
last year's final. Before Tues¬ 
day, Federer was 12-0 against 
the big-swinging Swede, 
winning 28 of their 30 sets. 

But Soderling's recent im¬ 
provement was evident as he 
controlled rallies from the 
baseline with his thunderous 
strokes. Federer found him¬ 


self on the defensive and un¬ 
able to move forward. 

Tm disappointed to a cer¬ 
tain degree,” Federer said. "I 
didn't think I played a bad 
match. He came up with 
some great tennis. It's much 
easier to digest this way.” 

Seeded fifth, Soderling 
saved a set point in the third 
when he won a frantic rally, 
then won the set to take the 
lead for good shortly after a 
rain delay of 75 minutes. 

"It cannot be much better,” 
Soderling told the crowd 
after his latest center-court 
stunner. "It's great to play on 
this court. It's for sure my fa¬ 
vorite Grand Slam.” 

Soderling's the only player 
other than Nadal to beat Fed¬ 
erer at Roland Garros since 
2004. The Swede's opponent 
Friday will be No. 15 seed 
Tomas Berdych, who beat 
No. 11 Mikhail Youzhny 6-3, 
6-1, 6-2. Berdych has yet to 
drop a set in five rounds. 

The semifinal round Fri¬ 
day without Federer will be 
the first at a Grand Slam tour¬ 
nament since he lost in the 


third round of the 2004 
French Open. 

Because of Federer's de¬ 
feat, Nadal will reclaim the 
No. 1 ranking next week if he 
wins the title. The upset 
raises the possibility of a 
Nadal-Soderling rematch in 
the final. 

It was a cold, damp after¬ 
noon, with occasional rain 
that had some spectators 
watching from under umbrel¬ 
las, but the conditions didn't 
seem to rob Soderling's shots 
of any sting. He hit winners 
past Federer even standing 
two strides behind the base¬ 
line. 

"The balls got heavy, but 
I've played good matches in 
these kind of conditions in 
the past,” Soderling said. "It 
suits my game.” 

"He had some chances in 
the second set,” Soderling 
said. "When I won the second 
set, which was very big for 
me, I really felt I could relax 
a little bit. After that I started 
to play better and better.” 

The upset was all the more 
surprising because Federer 
was in control early. He won 
22 of his first 24 service points 
and led 30-love in his first 
service game of the second set 
when he suddenly faltered, 
losing four points in a row. 

A backhand wide by Fed¬ 
erer gave Soderling his first 
break, and he held serve the 
entire set to even the match. 
It was the first set Federer 
had dropped in the tourna¬ 
ment. 

There really was only one 
gesture that seemed appropri¬ 
ate to Francesca Schiavone 
after she became the first 
woman from Italy in more 
than a half-century to reach 
the French Open semifinals. 

So Schiavone knelt down 
on the red clay of the main 


stadium at Roland Garros, 
pursed her lips and planted a 
kiss on the court. 

“It was a ‘Thank you,’” 
she explained in Italian. “I 
was quite willing to eat some 
clay.” 

Playing on Court Philippe 
Chatrier for the first time, the 
17th-seeded Schiavone was 
close to perfect Tuesday and 
upset No. 3 Caroline Wozni¬ 
acki of Denmark 6-2, 6-3 to 
earn her first trip to the semi¬ 
finals of a Grand Slam tour¬ 
nament in 39 attempts. 

Asked to describe how she 
felt right when the match 
ended, Schiavone replied in 
English, “In that moment, 
you remember many things 


from when you were young. 
Is special, because is your 
space, is your time, is your 
opportunity. I felt alone, but 
with all the love around me. 
... It’s like if I ask you, ‘How 
did you feel when you mar¬ 
ried?’ You say, ‘It’s not easy 
to explain.’” 

In Thursday’s semifinals, 
Schiavone—it’s pronounced 
skee-ah-voh ’ -nay— will 
meet No. 5 Elena Demen¬ 
tieva, who came back to beat 
No. 19 Nadia Petrova 2-6, 6- 
2, 6-0 in an all-Russian 
matchup. Petrova eliminated 
Venus Williams in the fourth 
round, but she faded against 
Dementieva and blamed a 
left leg injury. 
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Peruvian child becomes symbol of US 
undocumented

LIMA, Peru — Daisy Cuevas 
suddenly became an interna¬ 
tional celebrity after touching 
on a hot topic during Michelle 
Obama’s visit to her school last 
week. 

"My mom says that Barack 
Obama is taking away every¬ 
body that doesn't have papers," 
the 7-year-old said to the first 
lady during her visit to the 
girl's school in Maryland. 

"Yeah, well that's some¬ 
thing that we have to work on, 
right? To make sure that peo¬ 
ple can be here with the right 
kind of papers, right? That's 
exactly right," Obama replied. 

"But my mom doesn't have 
any," Daisy said. 


The episode transformed 
Daisy into a symbol of illegal 
immigration in the United 
States and prompted Immigra¬ 
tion and Customs Enforcement 
to issue a statement dismissing 
rumors about an imminent de¬ 
portation. 

"We have not had an en¬ 
counter with her, she is not in 
our custody and we have no in¬ 
dications that she is going 
through removal proceedings," 
the statement said. 

Thousands of miles away, 
in Peru's capital, unaware of 
the incident, was Yuly Cuevas, 
Daisy's 9-year-old sister. Yuly 
lives in Lima with her grand¬ 
parents Genaro and Natividad 


since her mom left the country 
eight years ago in search of a 
better life. 

Just as her sister is at the 
school in Maryland, Yuly is 
also a celebrity among her 
peers at the Lima school. 

"They tell me: There is a 
girl exactly like you on televi¬ 
sion," says Yuly, who is two 
years older than Daisy but who 
bears a strong physical resem¬ 
blance to her sibling. 

Yuly says it is "incredible" 
that her sister spoke with the 
first lady and she agrees with 
what she said because "even 
though she hadn't talked, they 
would have realized anyway 
that my mom did not have pa¬ 
pers." 

Interestingly, her mother 
studied in the same public 
school Yuly attends but could 
not graduate because she be¬ 
came pregnant. When her 
daughter was 18 months old 
and she was expecting a sec¬ 
ond child, the mother made the 
tough decision to leave her 
child behind with family in 
Peru and immigrate to the 
United States to work as a 
maid for a Peruvian family. 

Initially, she had a compa¬ 
nion visa to work legally in the 
country, but after it expired, 
she stayed in the U.S., accord¬ 
ing to her family. 

Genaro, the girls' grandfa¬ 
ther, makes a living as a cab- 
driver. 

"When the news broke, she 
[daughter Natalia] called me in 
tears, saying what trouble her 
daughter had caused her and 
wondering what she would do 
if she were deported back to 
Peru," Genaro says. 

He and his wife, Natividad, 
have mixed feelings; they fear 
their daughter will be de¬ 
ported, but they are also proud 
of the support that Daisy has 
gathered. 

Natividad, who sells fruit in 
her doorstep, recalls that when 
Daisy visited Lima last year to 
meet her Peruvian relatives 
they were impressed about 
how curious and talkative she 
was. 

"She has been very smart... 
That's why she asked that. 
Why did she think in that mo¬ 
ment to speak about my 
daughter not having papers? 
Maybe because her mommy or 
daddy have talked about it," 
Natividad says. 

According to the grandpar¬ 
ents, Daisy's parents have de¬ 
cided that if they are deported, 
they would bring her to Peru, 
even though she is a U.S. citi¬ 
zen, because they have no one 
to leave her with in the United 
States.

Cutie delivers 1st service 


as Episcopalian priest

MIAMI, Florida — A former 
priest who left the Roman 
Catholic Church because he 
fell in love with a woman is 
not only a priest again at a new 
church but will soon be a fa¬ 
ther. 

On Sunday Alberto Cutie, 
41, presided over his first ser¬ 
vice as an Episcopalian priest 
at the Church of the Resurrec¬ 
tion in Biscayne Park. After 
the service he said things have 
been going great for him. 

"It's been very good. I'm re¬ 
ally trying to serve the same 
God that I have always served, 
obviously in a different church, 
and serving the community as 
a priest is a real blessing," said 
Cutie. 

Cutie spent the past year at 
Resurrection, studying Episco¬ 
pal traditions as a lay minister. 

In addition to looking for¬ 
ward to helping his new con¬ 
gregation Cutie is also looking 
forward to being a true father, 
his wife Ruhama is six months 
pregnant. 

"The past year, as you 
know, has been filled with a lot 
of media attention, lots of 
things and that's what people 
see on the outside. The inside 
of a human being is something 
very different and only God 
can judge the heart of a human 
being so I've been through a 
process of great transition but 
also a process of great peace 
and a great humanity. I have re¬ 
ceived a lot of love from peo¬ 
ple, from all denominations, 
from all churches," Cutie said. 

As a Catholic priest Cutie 
had developed quite a follow¬ 
ing; he hosted several Spanish- 
language talk shows and 
programs seen in 24 million 


homes in 22 countries. He also 
wrote a syndicated newspaper 
advice column called "Advice 
from a friend." Dubbed "Father 
Oprah" by his supporters he 
also had a book published "Real 
Life, Real Love—7 paths to a 
strong and lasting relationship." 
The son of Cuban parents he 
grew up in Miami and attended 
Southwest High School. 

Cutie said the apostles had 
families and the first pope had 
a wife and a family. 

"I love the Roman Catholic 
Church. I love the Roman 
Catholic community. I always 
will," Cutie said. "I don't think 
everybody who uses contra¬ 
ception or plans their family 
that way is committing a mor¬ 
tal sin. I think homosexual 
people should not be called in¬ 
trinsically disordered I think 
all of us are children of God 
and the church knows it, and 
most priests know it. They are 
just not free to talk about it." 

Cutie said he feels more 
complete as a married man. 

"I feel I can serve God bet¬ 
ter this way. That's why I did 
it," Cutie said. "Being a mar¬ 
ried man will help me in the 
long term to be able to relate to 
people more." 

Last May, he was caught on 
camera in provocative photos 
with then Ruhama Canellis. 
The pictures, which featured 
the couple kissing and cuddling 
on a beach, were published in a 
Spanish language magazine. 
The scandal that erupted cre¬ 
ated a division among his fol¬ 
lowers. Many supported Cutie, 
but others were angered over 
Cutie breaking his vow of 
celibacy. He left the Catholic 
Church weeks after they were 
published and joined the Epis¬ 
copalian church, receiving an 
invitation from Bishop Leo 
Frade. 

One of those at Sunday's 
service was Luis Crucet who 
followed Cutie from his old 
church Dt. Francis. He says he 
can see the difference that 
Cutie's presence has made. 

"I grew up Roman Catholic 
and now I'm Episcopalian and 
I've discovered a better way, an 
easier way. There are not so 
many rules and everybody is 
accepted. You know, it's lover 
period," said Crucet.
